At this time of year weather and soil con- 
ditions are usually better than early spring. Little winter protection 
is required other than a light covering of hay or straw. Do not 
stop your garden operations because of the first light frost in the 
autumn. It is a help rather than a hindrance.

following states: Texas, California, New Mexico, Florida, Missis- 
sippi, and Arizona. Should bulbs be delivered to you before recom- 
mended planting time, store them in a cool place. All bulbs at 
Wayside Gardens are scientifically stored to avoid drying out or 
premature growth.

DUTCH CHEESE SLICER OR PLANE! 


Remove a thin slice; about 4 inches in diameter from one end of 
the cheese. Then draw slicer around the whole chéese on top edge of 
the red rind, removing about 14 inch of rind. Next draw the slicer 
straight across the fresh cheese (without rind) getting delicious paper 
thin slices. Pile these generously on fresh buttered bread (crackers are 
too dry) and eat as Hollanders do for breakfast, lunch, cocktails or 
midnight snacks.

Be sure and put back the “cap” (the thin slice referred to) on 
your cheese and store in the refrigerator freshener drawer. Keeps 
indefinitely! 


P.S. If cheese is dry 
at first from traveling 
across the water, wrap 
it in a damp cloth in 
the refrigerator for 
several days to restore 
moisture. Then pro- 
ceed as above.

These days everyone who has home grounds to care for is 
seeking ways to cut down maintenance costs while making his 
home attractive. In many cases the answer to this problem lies 


in the wider use of ground covers—a group of low growing plants of many different species, possess- 
ing the common trait that, once established, they practically take care of themselves. One of their 
greatest advantages is that most of them can be grown in places where it is difficult or even im- 
possible to get most other plants to survive. 

Much of the pleasure in gardening is derived from discovering out-of-the-ordinary plants, that 
will both add distinction to one’s garden and create new effects. A number of the ground covers 
described in the following pages fit into this category. 

While especially useful in beautifying shady areas, ground covers are by no means limited to such 
locations, but among them are species that thrive on very dry soil; in either sun or shade; and on rough 


The discriminating gardener who may desire something unusual will want to try Euonymus Kew- 
ensis, a diminutive “‘Bittersweet’’ with dark, evergreen foliage, a really refined plant for small areas 


that are seen close-up, such as the edges of terraces, the base of a sundial, or the edge of a small, 
decorative pool. It is equally at home in sun or shade. 


Another excellent and too-little-grown plant for the rock garden 
or a partially shaded, rather dry location under shrubbery or trees 
is Epimedium. These dainty but tough little plants eventually form 
a ground cover, but meanwhile their starry flowers and handsome 
foliage make a most attractive highlight, even if only a small group 
of plants is used for a start. And if you have a location where 
some color, but primarily a ground cover is wanted, the answer is 
a planting of Funkia. Available with variegated, dark green or 
blue-gray foliage and blue, lavender or white flowers in later sum- 
mer, Funkias are easy to grow, permanent, free of pests and dis- 
eases, inexpensive, and will spread gradually of their own accord. 

Among the low, mat-forming ground covers most desirable for 
shaded areas Pachysandra terminalis (Japanese Spurge) and Vinca 
minor (Myrtle) are the best known. Both are dependable, tough 
and hardy; spread rapidly and make ground-hugging carpets of 
green that withstand considerable wear. Pachysandra Silveredge, 

with its lighter green leaves narrowly edged with silvery white, 
makes a distinctive and colorful carpet. A small clump of a dozen 
or twenty-five plants of this will make pleasing contrasts in a 
carpet of the usual green. Vinca, starred with its lovely periwinkle- 
blue flowers is a charming sight when in bloom, especially if a 
group of the white variety alba is interplanted for contrast. Bowles 
Variety has larger, deeper colored blooms, produced more freely, 
and is well worth obtaining if it is to be planted where the flowers 
can be seen and enjoyed. 

An indestructible, neat, clean ground cover universally admired 
for its sprays of fragrant, pendent flowers is the Lily-of-the-Valley 
(Convallaria majalis). Of this there are several strains, quite 
different in vigor and the size of the blooms. For ‘‘something 
special,’ plant our Wayside type in groups of 25 or more. 

Often a low-growing ground cover is wanted to make an attrac- 
tive summer mantle for areas planted to very early spring- flowering 
bulbs—-such as Crocuses, Snowdrops and Chionodoxas—the foliage 
of which should be left to mature naturally if they are to continue 
flowering well year after year. Ajuga (Bugleweed) is a good plant 
to cover such an area; and attractive in its own right, with massed 
sturdy spikes of deep blue in May, rising from rosettes of glossy 
foliage which are handsome all season long. There is a most attrac- 
tive copper-leaved form but it must be planted in full sun to permit 
its foliage to develop a deep coppery bronze tone. 

Not all spaces where a ground cover would be desirable are 
shaded. Sometimes they are in full sun, often combined with dry 
soil. One of the best of all plants for such a situation is Polygonum 
Reynowtria—grows about a foot or so in height. It will thrive 
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almost anywhere, even under neglect. In fact its spreading under- 
ground stems are so vigorous that it is best kept away from the 
immediate vicinity of flower beds or borders. It is pest and disease 
free and is attractive throughout the season, though it reaches the 
height of its beauty as the foliage turns a copper-red in late sum- 
mer, making a symphonic background for the innumerable, long- 
lasting, feathery sprays of pinkish-red inflorescence. A wonderful 
plant for unattractive problem spots. 

A superb plant somewhat similar in name, but otherwise entirely 
different, is Polygonatum multiflorum or Solomon’s Seal, another 
tough character, happy in shade as well as sun. In early summer 
it develops its typical long, arching sprays of pendent, fragrant 
white flowers. At any stage, from spring to fall it is superb planted 
in generous drifts under big trees where roots are close to the 
surface—and it is valued by flower arrangers as a source of supple- 
mentary foliage material at all seasons. 

A dwarf, low growing shrub suitable as a ground cover on rocky 
slopes or banks, in rough terrains or in the rock garden is Cotone- 
aster apiculata, with cranberry-like berries on arching stems. Its 
ultimate height is not more than two feet. 

If one has a rough, uncultivated slope or a stony bank in full sun, 
the Memorial Rose (R. Wichuraiana) will turn it into a delicately 
fragrant beauty spot during midsummer, and clothe it in a glossy 
green mantle for the rest of the year—even during the winter in 
milder climates. Good for a similar location is the well known 
Lonicera Halliana, one of the very few plants capable of competing 
with Poison Ivy. But Lonicera Henryi has the great advantage of 
retaining its dark green foliage all winter. It is a fine rugged vine 
which can be counted on for year-round deep green cover and not 
quite as overpowering as Hall’s Honeysuckle. Many of the Ivies 
make excellent ground covers also, and when used for this purpose 
may be grown much further north than they would be safe as wall 
coverings. Our Silver Variegated Baltic Ivy is especially beautiful— 
it is known as Stardust. 

Euonymus acuta, forming a dense mat capable of keeping down 
weeds, thrives in sun or shade, spreading its rich, dark, evergreen 
carpet which is absolutely hardy, and one of the best of the ever- 
green vines for this purpose. Use it on large areas only. 

These ground covers as a group, require the very minimum of 
care. Most of them spread very rapidly even if left to themselves. 
On poor soil, an annual top dressing with an organic fertilizer such 
as Wayside Organic Plant Food, well watered in to get it down to 
the roots, will result in more vigorous growth. (Ordinary stable 
manure is to be avoided as it introduces weed seeds.)

N ADDITION to the Dutch Crocus there 

are certain species that bloom much ear- 
lier, frequently before the snows have gone. 
Also, they are of long life, flowering season 
after season with little care or attention. 


Flowering in late February is the Crocus Sie- 
beri. Accompanying it is the Crocus Susianus. 
Many believe the latter even more appealing 
in the bud stage with its dark, rich brown 
stripes on the outside of its segments. These 
are followed by the Crocus Tomasinianus.

Hardy perennials of easy culture, and especially noteworthy for_ their 
freedom of flowering. There are two distinct types of this genus. One is 
the Shasta Daisy, which bears large, white flowers on long stems, and is 
therefore, invaluable for cutting, and the other is the Leucanthemum, the 
Daisy of our meadows. 


Culture. The Shasta Daisies require a deep, rich soil. They must have a 
sunny position. They should be planted 1 foot apart. It is advisable to lift 
and divide the rootstocks every alternate year, then the plants will be more 
compact in growth and also yield much finer flowers than if left undis- 
turbed.

Culture: They require a deep, rich loamy soil and a sunny, well drained 
border. Not suitable for heavy, damp soils. Best grown singly, so as to dis- 
play the handsome contour and beauty of the foliage. Once planted, avoid 
disturbing the roots. Plant in. spring or fall, 10 to 12 inches apart. 


Fraxinella Caucasicus Each $1.50, Three $4.25, Doz. $15.00 
A very showy border perennial, forming a bush about 214 feet, having 
fragrant foliage and spikes of rosy pink flowers with deeper veins dur- 
ing June and July. It is not advisable to transplant often, as it improves 
with age—one of the most permanent features of the herbaceous border.

Plant in autumn or spring 10 to 12 inches apart.

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FERNS - Hardy Varieties 


The cultivation of Hardy Ferns is remarkably simple. All they want is 
a simple light alluvial soil, a little loam and peat or leaf mold to keep the 
soil light and open, plenty of moisture, position from partial to deep shade. 
Culture. A shady position is, of course, preferred, or a spot which gets 
practically no sun, will be an ideal place for a fernery. If the position 
should be a very damp one, it will be advisable to raise the surface about 
6 inches to a foot.

A rich, but light soil is essential to grow Gaillardias success- 
fully. They cannot be depended upon to survive the winter on heavy, clay 
soils, but do splendidly on those of a light or medium character. Require 
a sunny position. Plant in fall or spring, 6 to 8 inches apart.

Each autumn add 
a top dressing of leaf mold and well rotted manure, and let it lie on the 
surface. In summer give plenty of water.

White-flowered form of the above. 

Mariesi Each $1.25, Three $3.50, Doz. $13.00 
A beautiful and easily grown dwarf Japanese species. Large, violet-blue, 
cup-like flowers on very low stems, seldom over 6 inches tall, more 
often 4 inches high.

If left undisturbed it will very soon spread into a clump 12 to 18 inches 
in diameter, not over 6 to 8 inches high, solidly covered with small 
clusters of bright peacock-blue flowers during late summer and fall. It 
does perfectly in semi-shady or very hot corners or equally as well at 
the base of shrubs. It may also be used as an edging to a walk or gar- 
den path. Its extra long period of bloom plus its fine, leathery, small 
foliage set it apart and it is considered one of the finest of garden 
plants. Grow it in well drained soil; it does perfectly in sand. Space 
plants 8 inches apart and spread roots flat when planting. It starts into 
growth quite late in spring so don’t be alarmed if no new growth appears 
promptly after planting. Cover lightly in very cold locations during 
winter. Once planted it is there to stay for years to come. 


POLYGONUM - Dwarf Lace Plant—See page 2 
PYRETHRUM - Colored Marguerite or Painted Daisy 


They produce showy flowers of all shades of color, except blue and yel- 
low, freely on long stems throughout spring, which are of inestimable 
value for cutting. They grow in neat, compact tufts, and have elegant, 
finely cut foliage, which adds to the attractiveness of the plants. 


Culture. The best time to plant is in spring; early fall planting is also 
very successful. Grow them in groups of not less than three plants, planted 
a foot to 15 inches apart. 


Robinson’s Dark Crimson Each $1.00, Three $2.80, Doz. $10.00 
Single, large, disk-like flowers of rich crimson-red. Grows well and 
flowers freely. A favorite with florists for cutting. Three or more 
clumps make a very brilliant group in the border. 


Finest Mixed English Varieties Three $2.15, Doz. $7.50 
This mixture contains double and single-flowered sorts in many shades 
of pink, rose and white. Strong clumps that will give immediate results. 


RUDBECKIA - Coneflower 


Hardy, free-flowering and easily grown perennials, somewhat akin to the 
Sunflowers in habit. Excellent and showy plants for sunny or partially 
shaded borders, and for yielding flowers for cutting. 


Culture. Ordinary soil in sun or shade. Can be grown singly or in groups. 
Plant in autumn or spring, 12 to 15 inches apart. Divide and replant every 
fifth year.

Developed in Europe during the war where it is extremely popular. The 
large, deep yellow Daisy-like flowers often 3 to 4 inches across have a 
handsome bronzy black cone in the center.

A compact, upright growing plant about 10 to 14 inches high; stems 
are closely covered with gray-green foliage. In early autumn each stem 
is topped by an umbel of a striking burnished copper or Indian-red. 
A well established plant will produce 10 or more stems, so that the 
results obtained from even one plant are truly astounding.

Culture. The Spiraeas reqquire a deep, rich and moist soil. Plenty of leaf 
mold and well-decayed manure must be incorporated with it before plant- 
ing. They will thrive in shady, moist borders or they may be grown by 
the waterside. 

Deutschland Each $1.10, Three $3.00, Doz. $11.00 
A lovely pure white variety of strong growth and very free flowering 
2-foot spikes. The best white grown. 

Red Sentinel Each $1.10, Three $3.00, Doz. $11.00 
This brilliantly colored new Spiraea not only develops plants that are 
delightfully decorative, with their bronzy, divided foliage all season, 
but the flowers are the darkest in color of the family.

When you are buying plant material, be sure that you get varie- 
ties that will prove satisfactory, that will give you a real lift every 
time you look out of your big view windows, and which you can 
take real pride in showing to friends and fellow gardeners. 


Every gardener knows how flowering shrubs in spring supplement 
and enhance the beauty of a flower border. Summer and autumn 
flowering shrubs are, if possible, even more important in this re- 
spect. So be certain to have them in your garden. Here are some 
that will take you right through the season. 


For spring: Forsythia—especially Spring Glory, which blends so

Of course no flowering shrub border is complete without some 
of the Shrub Roses—-such old favorites as Harrison’s Yellow and 
Hugonis. May we suggest a few of the newer, reflowering sorts 
such as our own Mabelle Stearns which blooms continuously; that 
wonderful Polyantha, The Fairy; the Rugosa Hybrids, Frau Dag- 
mar Hartop; and the fine new single Flamingo; Will Scarlett, 
a Hybrid Musk; and Fruehling’s Gold, a Scotch Rose which we 
consider one of the very finest additions to the Shrub group.

SMALL SHRUBS FOR SMALL GARDENS 


Many owners of small places forego the pleasure of having a 
variety of shrubs because of the mistaken idea that they “just 
haven't got room for them.’’ Worse, yet, they fail to realize that 
the things they do grow—especially annuals and lawn grasses in 
inconvenient or undesirable locations—require a great deal more 
time and ‘‘fussing over’? each season than would be required by 
suitable shrubs. May we suggest your trying a few of the fol- 
lowing, none of which grow much over four feet, or lower, with 
occasional pruning. Several are spreading in habit, and suitable for 
‘problem spots’? such as steep slopes, stony banks and the like. 

The Potentillas and Hypericums are among the choicest of all 
hardy shrubs for a small garden, as they are in bloom practically 
all summer long. Where only a few shrubs can be grown these 
should certainly be included. Cydonia (Flowering Quince), an old 
favorite, is known to most gardeners only in the fairly tall varieties; 
Knaphill, about one-and-a-half feet high; and Rowallane, only 
thirty inches, provide brilliant early spring color. 

The Viburnums (Snowballs) are noted for fragrance, and for 
the fact that they thrive under conditions of shade and wet 
soil that would discourage most other plants. Deutzia: D. gracilis 
and D. Kalmiaflora grow only to about three feet; and D. crenata 
pendula, with drooping branches, is ideal at the top of a low wall 
or bank, or in front of more upright shrubs. 

Spireas, valued for their general hardiness and longevity, are 
old friends, but if you are familiar only with the common Bridal 
Wreath (S. Van Houttei), and Anthony Waterer, you will be de- 
lighted with incomparably better ones such as Swan Lake, a truly 
beautiful low shrub, Japonica coccinea, and Mongolica—an extra 
early form, the airy sprays of which are delightful in arrangements 
of Daffodils and other early spring flowers. It is worth growing a 
bush for this purpose alone! Another fine low shrub, indispensable 
to the flower arranger for late summer use, is the Blue ‘“‘Spirea’’ 
(Caryopteris) of which our own introductions, Blue Mist and 
Heavenly Blue, are particularly fine. For unusual winter and pre- 
spring color there is a new Cornus sibirica, Coral Beauty; its clus- 
ters of upright stems, after the turn of the year, glow with in- 
creasing intensity, and provide the first sign that spring is actually 
on the way.

It is very important you plant Lilacs deeply. See to it that they 
are planted at least 2 or 3 inches deeper in your garden than 
they were grown in the nursery. Further, do not expect Lilacs 
to bloom correctly with full size flowers until not less than two 
years after planting. Lilacs require time to re-establish themselves 
and develop flower buds of the proper size and color. They 
respond rapidly to heavy feeding and are lovers of alkaline 
soils; use lime freely.
